REGULATIONS FOB STATE INEBRIATE REEOEMATOEIES 
IN IRELAND, 


WDLEy. 


Whekeas by the Inebriates Act, 1898, it is, amongst other things, prorided that 
the Lord Lieut^ant may make regulations for the rule and management of any 
State Inebriate Reformatory and for the classification, treatment, employment and 
control of persons sent to it in pursuance of the said Act, and for their absence 
under licence: 


Ann Wheeeas the Lord Lieutenant did by an Order under Ms hand bearing date 
the 16th day of March. 1899, make such regulations: 


And Wheeeas it is expedient that certain further regulations in this respect 
should be made: ^ 


Now We, William Humble, Earl of Dudley, Lord Lieutenant General and General 
GoTemor of Ireland, in pursuance of the said recited Act and of all other powers 
thereunto enabling Us, do hereby make the fallowing further regulations : — 

The time during which a convicted person is absent from a State Inebriate 
Reformatory under licence siball, except when the licence is forfeited or revoked, 
be deemed part of the’ time of Ms detention in such State Inebriate Reformatory. 

When such licence is forfeited or revoked, the time during which the convicted 
person was so absent from the State Inebriate Reformatory shall be excluded in 
computing the time during which he may be detained in a State Inebriate Reforma- 
tory unless a revocation is ordered for reasons unconnected with the convicted 
person’s conduct, or unless the Lord Lieutenant shall otherwise direct. 

The^ Governor shall make investigation, under Section 12 of the Inebriates Act, 
189H, into the case of every inmate on reception, and if there is reason to believe 
that an inmate has any property available for Ms maintenance, the Governor shall 
®-PPty to the Judge of a County Court for an order, and shall report the result to 
the General Prisons Board.
